Rainbows group 
‘desperate’ for 


new premises

SEATON Rainbows leaders say they would 
be forced to close down the group if alter¬ 
native accommodation cannot be found. 

The group, which operates at maximum numbers 
of 15 members aged 5-7 years, must be out of St 
John Ambulance Hall in Colyford Road no later 
than April 30th. The building is about to be demol¬ 
ished as part of a development of employment 
units. 

In a joint statement, group leaders Dawn Squire, 
Sue Smart and Tracy Anning, said: “We desper¬ 
ately need to find alternative accommodation in 
the next few weeks. 

“Ideally, if we could meet on the same night 
(Wednesday) and have good safe access for parents 
and storage, but it already looks like that is not 
going to be possible. 

“Parents have been very supportive and are 
shocked to hear of our plight." The building is on 
East Devon District Council (EDDC)-owned land 
and leased to St John Ambulance. 


The joint Rainbows statement added: “It’s really 
disappointing that, despite EDDC identifying 
Seaton as a town in need of regeneration, they have 
no compunction in demolishing a well-equipped 
hall used by many local community groups.” 

As part of the employment unit planning appli¬ 
cation process, an EDDC report said: “There is 
local concern relating to the loss of the existing 
building, which is used by a number of community 
groups for various different purposes. 

“Whilst the loss of this facility would be regret¬ 
table it would not lead to a complete loss of such 
facilities in the town and it would be hoped that 
such groups could be accommodated in alternative 
venues.

development and potential job creation. 

“On balance it is considered that these benefits 
would outweigh any potential concerns through the 
loss of the facility.” 

But group leader Squire said that they have not 
been able to find an alternative venue for various

Young wheelwright

A YOUNG woodworker from Mike Rowland & 
Son Wheelwrights in Colyton attended a special 
celebration of apprenticeships at the House of 
Commons last week. 

Apprentice bench maker and journeyman 
wheelwright George Richards, 18, who joined the 
traditional company in September 2013, met with 
Skills and Equalities Minister Nick Boles at the 
event and was invited to share his experiences of 
taking on an apprenticeship. Organised by the 
National Apprenticeship Service, the event 
showcased the products and services made by 
apprentices to politicians, existing apprentice 
employers and business leaders. 

Jason Holt CBE, the government's small busi¬ 
ness apprentice ambassador, also announced 
the formal launch of an online peer-to-peer sup¬ 
port platform for small business, Apprentice- 
makers. 

George, a seventh generation woodworker in 
his family, has always been passionate about be¬ 
coming an apprentice in the traditional trade and 
displayed four small wheels and a door he had 
made by hand at the event. When taking on his 
apprenticeship in 2013, he was the only in the 
country to be funded by the Livery Council Ap¬ 
prenticeship scheme, and studied once a week at 
Exeter College. 

Later this month, George will be travelling to the 
USA for a working month in colonial Williams¬ 
burg to learn pre-industrial methods in wheel 
manufacture. 

The celebration of apprenticeships took place 
in the wake of research from economists at the 
Centre for Economics and Business Research 
(Cebr), releasing new research showing millions 
of consumers would prefer to do business with 
apprentice employers.

A KEY report rules that 950 new homes per year, 
over 18 years, is the right amount for East Devon.

The figure is higher than East Devon District 
Council’s (EDDC) previous estimate, and the find¬ 
ing will play a big part in the development of 
EDDC’s Local Plan.

Extra trains boost 


HONITON and the surrounding area looks set to 
be one of the winners in South West Trains’ new 
timetable proposal. 

The changes haven’t been confirmed, but the 
company wants to increase afternoon and 
evening weekday peak time services between 
Exeter and Honiton. 

If approved, the new timetable would, for exam¬ 
ple, mean two trains per hour from Exeter to 
Honiton during the evening peak. 

Consultation is currently taking place with local 
authorities and rail user groups about the pro¬ 
posals. 

Speaking about the timetable proposal as a 
whole, Tim Shoveller, Chief Executive of the 
South West Trains-Network Rail Alliance, said: 
“These are exciting and innovative proposals that 
would provide a greatly improved service for 
thousands of passengers in Somerset, Dorset and 
Devon and could also create brand new links to 
London for many com¬ 


munities. 

“The new services 
are designed to provide 
new opportunities for 
work, leisure and busi¬ 
ness and would deliver 
a huge boost to the re¬ 
gion’s economy. 

“We’ve had some 
great initial feedback 
on our ideas and we’re 
now urging the local 
communities and 
businesses to have 
their say and let us 
have their feedback on 
these new proposals.” 

The timetable 

changes proposed 
could be introduced as 
early as December this 
year if regulatory ap¬ 
proval is given. 

Consultation is tak¬ 
ing place until April 
2nd with stakeholders 
across the SWT net¬ 
work.

Plans for seafront sculpture 
draw huge public interest 


ALMOST 200 people had their say about a con¬ 
troversial piece of proposed seafront art in 
Seaton. 

East Devon District Council (EDDC) decided 
that further consultation was needed to deter¬ 
mine whether or not sculptured waves and pil¬ 
lars at Fisherman's Gap should be allowed. 

Part of a wider ‘hot spot' scheme for key entry 
points to Seaton and the Jurassic Coast, the pro¬ 
posal was met with some resistance; criticisms 
included describing it as a monstrosity that 
would block a lovely view. 

EDDC is both the applicant and planning au¬ 
thority in this case, and members of the Devel¬ 
opment Management Committee deferred the 
matter for further consultation. 

Devon Wildlife Trust and EDDC had a stall at 
the Grizfest and roving canvassers circulated 
the town centre. 

Following the exercise, an EDDC spokesper¬ 
son said: “Almost 200 people came to see us 
during Saturday's event and welcomed the op¬ 
portunity to see the artist's impression of the 
waves, especially showing how the sculptures 
are see through and do not block any view. 

“We will be analysing the results and reporting 
back to the Development Managament Com¬ 
mittee on March 31st." 

The statement didn't say in which direction 
public opinion was going, but it is not too late to 
have your say. 

The spokesperson explained: “Anyone who 
didn't make it can still comment via www. face- 
book.com/seatonjurassic or by contacting 
EDDC planners via the website." 

In a statement issued before the canvassing, 
the spokesperson said: “The sculptures, if ap¬ 
proved, will form one of four new 
information/meeting points to encourage visi¬ 
tors to Seaton Jurassic to explore the Seaton 
landscape and the Jurassic Coast.

“The other locations are Seaton Wetlands, Ax¬ 
mouth Harbour and Seaton Hole. The informa¬ 
tion/meeting points will provide a recognisable 
and memorable focal point for events and activ¬ 
ities and will include interpretation pillars. 

“These pillars will be a uniform design reflect¬ 
ing the Jurassic, Triassic and Cretaceous eras of 
the Jurassic Coast. 

“EDDC's Development Management Commit¬ 
tee (DMC) asked for further public consultation 
on the proposed ‘waves' structure. 

“The waves are inspired by the location to be a 
gateway to the sea and aim to help people learn 
more about the forces that shape this dynamic 
landscape. 

“It will be made of stainless steel so will be 
strong and resistant to an extreme environment 
but with reflective qualities allowing the sea to 
reflect the sky." 

Councillor Ian Thomas, chairman of Seaton 
Regeneration Board and EDDC cabinet member 
for economy, said: “It is important that we go 
back to DMC with the views of a wide range of 
people - locals and visitors. 

“With so many people in Seaton this weekend 
it is the ideal opportunity to find out people's 
views on this particular information/ meeting 
point. 

“These are a key element of the new centre 
ensuring that visitors not only have the oppor¬ 
tunity to find out more about our stunning 
coastline at first hand, but also be reminded of 
the delights the centre itself has to offer. 

“The waves at Fisherman's Gap will be an ex¬ 
citing addition to Seaton creating a gateway to 
both the sea and the town and representing the 
interaction between the land and the sea." 



In no rush to leave

Beverly said: “We are staying until we have found a 
buyer, we are not walking away. 

“There is a rumour going around and I don’t know 
where it comes from. I think that even the mayor 
thought we were closing.” 

As opposed to preparing for closure, Beverly says 
her post office has expanded its services to include 
High Street banking. 

This was brought up during the recent NatWest 
public meeting, and there has been some confusion 
among customers as to what banking services the 
post office can offer. 

Beverly says a wide variety of services are 
available and would prefer those in doubt to ask her 
rather than assume that a particular service is not 
available. 

Some of those against the NatWest closure came 
to the public meeting and claimed that using the post 
office instead would force them to queue for an hour. 

Kevin Truman’s reaction to that claim was a 
resolute: “No. If somebody waits there for an hour 
or more I will give £500 to charity.” 

And to make sure everyone gets their message, 
Kevin and Beverly jointly said: “Seaton Post Office 
is not closing. We are staying until a buyer is found.” 
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New organisation to manage county libraries 


DEVON County Council (DCC) has de¬ 
cided to set up an independent organ¬ 
isation - a community-owned mutual 
-to run its libraries. 

As a result, all of DCC's libraries will 
remain open and continue to be man¬ 
aged by professional library staff. 

It is understood that the formation 
of a mutual will save about £400,000 
in business rates a year alone. 

The idea came about when plans to 
introduce a two-tier library system as 
part of a £1.5 million cost-cutting ex¬ 
ercise was met by disapproval. 

The finer detail of the not-for-profit, 
community-owned organisation will 
be worked on in the coming months. 

Councillor Roger Croad, Cabinet 
member with responsibility for the li¬ 
brary service, said: “Creating a new in¬ 
dependent organisation to run our 
library service will ensure it remains 
the dynamic and vibrant service at the 
heart of community life that our resi¬ 
dents'value so much. 

“Our library service is recognised as 
one of the most innovative in the 
country, providing services that sup¬ 
port health and wellbeing, children’s 
attainment and economic growth in 
the county. 

“This plan builds on our recent suc¬ 
cesses and gives the library service 
the opportunity to grow rather than 
contract at a time of significant aus¬ 
terity. 

“We’ve welcomed support from 
communities, and come up with a plan 
that not only secures a strong and 
sustainable future for the service, but 


also means communities can be much 
more actively involved in their local li¬ 
brary by supporting and improving the 
services they offer. 

“I’m encouraged by the success of 
the ongoing community pilot pro¬ 
gramme that is underway and already 
beginning to show the benefits of 
greater community involvement in the 
library service. 

“By working together we can 
achieve the modern, high quality li¬ 
brary service that meets the needs of 


the local community. 

“We’ve got a lot more work to do 
over the coming months, and we look 
forward to engaging with library cus¬ 
tomers and communities as the plan¬ 
ning for this new organisation moves 
forward.” 

A county spokesperson added: “As 
well as budget savings, creating a new 
independent organisation would also 
mean that communities have a 
greater say in how their local library is 
run. 


“This could involve moving their li¬ 
brary to an alternative community lo¬ 
cation to enable it to be open for 
longer and reduce the building’s run¬ 
ning costs, using volunteers to extend 
core library opening hours, using 
under-utilised space in the library, or 
using the library out of core opening 
hours to generate additional income 
and increase community use of the 
building or incorporating other serv¬

TWO sixth form students from Axe Val¬ 
ley Community College in Axminster 
have gained places on the Lessons from 
Auschwitz Project, run by the Holocaust

had to submit a short report detailing 
how they thought they could benefit 
from being awarded this opportunity and 
how they would share this knowledge 
and experience on their return. 

Mary and Jacob’s entries were selected 
and they were set to start their experi¬ 
ence on March 16th with an orientation 
seminar in Exeter, learning about pre¬ 
war Jewish life and hearing a holocaust 
survivor share their testimony. 

On March 24th they have an early start 
from Exeter airport for their flight to 
Poland where they will visit authentic 
sites and museums and take part in dis¬ 
cussion groups with other students. 


The post visit work is an extremely im¬ 
portant part of this project and Mary and 
Jacob will be part of a follow-up seminar 
to reflect on the visit, explore the con¬ 
temporary relevance of the Holocaust 
and prepare for their next steps as trust 
ambassadors. 

This will involve completing a project 
of their choosing aimed at disseminating 
in their schools and communities the les¬ 
sons they have learned. 

On learning of his success in being of¬ 
fered a place on this project, Jacob said: 
“I feel this is such an honour. It is special 
to me as my grandad was in the war; I 
have his medals. It is a fantastic learning 
opportunity and a chance to share the 
opportunity with other students.” 

The Lessons from Auschwitz Project 
is now in its sixteenth year and has taken 
more than 25,000 students and teachers 
from across the UK on this unforgettable 
emotional and educational trip.

£90,000 for unfair dismissal 


FORMER All Saints Primary School head¬ 
teacher Christine Hollidge has been 
awarded compensation of almost £90,000 
for her unfair dismissal. 

The ruling follows a three-day employment tri¬ 
bunal heard in September last year. A spokesper¬ 
son for National Association of Headteachers 
said: "It is with great pleasure that Mrs Hollidge 
is now in a position to announce that she has re¬ 
ceived from her previous employer, the governing 
body of All Saints C E Primary School, the max¬ 
imum compensation available from an employ¬ 
ment tribunal due to her for unfair dismissal in 
April 2013. 

"The NAHT was surprised by early press releases 
asserting that the tribunal had found the dismissal 
to be unfair on ‘procedural’ grounds only. 

"The tribunal’s judgement is clear - this was a 
substantive unfair dismissal. 

"The maximum compensation payment is consis¬ 
tent with that finding. 


"For the avoidance of doubt, there was no disci¬ 
plinary or capability reason why Mrs Hollidge 
could not have returned to her position as head¬ 
teacher of All Saints Primary School. 

"The tribunal judgement and maximum compen¬ 
sation mean that Mrs Hollidge’s reputation has 
been restored and goes some way to reflect 25 
years of loyal service to All Saints Primary 
School." 

The statement didn't give a precise sum, but Mrs 
Hollidge confirmed it is very close to £90,000. 

She also said: "It is a tremendous relief to my 
family and me that the trauma of the past three 
years is now over and I am now free to speak about 
my experience. 

"I wish to thank all those who never doubted me - 
the NAHT, friends, parents and members of the 
community. 

"My wish has always been for reconciliation and 
I am delighted that my name and good reputation 
have been restored by the judgement." 


Donated food stays local 

OFFICIALS of food bank Canned Sunshine have 
stressed that all donations stay in the Axmin¬ 
ster area. 

Axminster Health & Wellbeing Centre runs the 
foodbank, and managers Sara Waplington and 
Samantha Norris had to issue a statement to kill 
off rumours that food donations are shipped out 
of town. 

Sara and Samantha said: “Unfortunately, 
there has been a rumour about town that the 
food collections go to Bristol. 

“This is totally untrue. All donations go straight 
back into Axminster community and the sur¬ 
rounding villages. 

“Should you encounter the 'rumours' when 
you are out and about in the town, we would be 
really grateful if you could also put the record 
straight.” 

Canned Sunshine has also opened a perma¬ 
nent collection point at the town’s Tesco branch. 

The existing collection points at Co-op (West 
Street) and the centre itself will continue to op¬ 
erate as usual.

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Talks held over 
beach ownership 


BEER Parish Council is 
looking seriously at the pos¬ 
sibility of taking greater con¬ 
trol of the beach and the 
running of the beach huts, 
writes Kevin Fahey. 

District Councillor Geoff 
Pook, who represents Beer 
and Branscombe on East 
Devon District Council, told 
parish councillors and mem¬ 
bers of the public at Tues¬ 
day’s meeting that 
negotiations were on-going 
into how the village could 
take greater control of its 
own assets. 

“One plan was for Beer 
Parish Council to take on the 
beach huts and send a single 
invoice to EDDC,” said Cllr 
Pook. 

“Alternatively other ideas 
include taking all activities 
on the beach. It is all in the 
melting point for whoever is 
in charge after the elections 
in May. 

“There will be further con¬ 
sultations but nothing has 
been decided but it is impor¬ 
tant that whatever is decided 
is sustainable for the village. 

“But essentially the beach 
could be self-financing if it 
includes the income from the 
concessions.” 


Cllr Pook has been busy 
obtaining information from 
EDDC of the revenue and 
expenditure associated with 
the beach and all the various 
activities on it from the let¬ 
ting of beach huts to the cafe 
concessions and the mainte¬ 
nance of the beach and cliffs. 

The issue was thrown into 
the limelight recently when 
the EDDC revealed it was 
revising the rental rates for 
all its beach huts to bring 
them in line with commer¬ 
cial operations and was also 
looking at new terms and 
conditions. 

The issue caused consider¬ 
able alarm among beach hut 
owners in Beer and Cllr 
Pook had to allay the percep¬ 
tion that the EDDC owned 
beach huts were being out 
for open tender on the mar¬ 
ket 

Councillors were support¬ 
ive of the move to get further 
information on the costs and 
liabilities for the council in 
taking over the beach. 

“There is nothing to be 
frightened of,” added Cllr 
Pook.

of co-operating with our local authority, 
voluntary sector and private partners to re¬ 
ally put the town on the map, for all the 
right reasons.” 

A company spokesperson added: “The 
new plans for the tramway terminus will 
provide a modern, all-weather facility 
which will enhance visitor comfort, offer 
the usual facilities expected of a leading vis¬ 
itor attraction, and improve the interpreta¬ 
tion of the tramway's history and 
operations. 

“It will represent the biggest capital in¬ 
vestment ever made in the company’s his¬ 
tory, and a massive vote of confidence in the 
local area. 

“The arrival of the Tesco store, along with 
the imminent opening of Seaton's Jurassic 
Coast Visitor Centre, means that the 
tramway needs to develop a terminus in 
keeping with its neighbours, which between

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“It came about after a number of years of consulta¬ 
tion with residents and was endorsed by the parish 
council. 

“For reasons of pedestrian safety it is necessary to 
have concrete kerbs at the start of the footway. 

“During construction a towed caravan was brought 
in from the Seaton direction and the kerbs were set 
out based on its movements into the site.” “The 
scheme will be monitored during its first year to en¬ 


able any necessary adjustment to be made to ensure 
we can deliver the safest possible route for pedestri¬ 
ans whilst minimising the impact on local business. 

“This monitoring is ongoing and does include gath¬ 
ering feedback from the parish council and local user 
groups. 

“So far, feedback from parishioners and pedestrians 
has been positive.”

“I pay more than £700 a month in rates, maybe I 
should stop paying rates until this is sorted.”

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Why did the council not grant 
temporary lease for Beehive? 


District council says Sidmouth’s getting 
‘cracking good deal’ with sale of Knowle 


■ ON Tuesday, March 10th Honiton Town Coun¬ 
cil voted to give away for 10 years the manage¬ 
ment of The Beehive to the company who have 
been running it on a temporary lease. 

This letter is not a criticism of the company or 
how The Beehive has been run. It is a comment on 
our town council and its management of our fi¬ 
nances. 

The motion was carried despite borrowing of 
£975,000 towards the building which Honiton’s 
ratepayers will be paying back for 28 years, a fur¬ 
ther borrowing now of £98,000 to meet the short¬ 
fall, the fact that the final bill from the builder is 
not yet known, and also £75,000 of unauthorised 
payments are being disputed by Honiton Town 
Council. 

Further, in February Honiton Town Council 


■ FURTHER to the report on the front of last 
week’s Pulman’s View From Axminster (March 
7th), we the residents of St George’s do not want 
a HMO of five bedsits. 

We are a small community of only one to two- 
bedroom apartments and feel this type of housing 
is out of character will greatly affect the surround¬ 
ing area, especially through noise and disturbance. 
The complex refuse shed is already overflowing 
and a further five dwellings will only add to this.

Ingredients 

Boned and rolled shoulder of pork 

Oil 

Salt 

Stuffing 

450g (lib) Pork sausages 
1 Eating apple, cored and cut into chunks 
Handful fresh sage leaves 
String for tying 



Method 

Allow 100-175g (4-6oz) raw meat per 
person for boneless joints. 

Preheat oven to Gas Mark 4-5, 18 O 0 C, 
350oF. 

Take a boned and rolled shoulder joint. 
Make the Stuffing: Slit the sausage skins 
and remove the sausagemeat. Mix to¬ 
gether sausagemeat and apple pieces. Cut 
the strings from the joint and open up on 
a board. Place the sage leaves onto the 
meat and top with the stuffing, roll up the 
joint and secure with string in 3-4 places. 
Weigh the stuffed joint and calculate the 
cooking time - 30 minutes per 450g/^kg 
(lib) plus 30 minutes (medium). 

Dry the rind and score deeply with a 
sharp knife. Rub the joint with a little oil 
and sprinkle with salt. 

Place on a rack in a roasting tin and open 
roast in preheated oven for calculated 
cooking time. 

When cooked allow to stand for 10 min¬ 
utes before carving. Serve with seasonal 
roasted vegetables. 

Top tip: If you have any stuffing left 
over cut some onions in half horizontally, 
scoop out some of the layers and put a 
big spoonful into the onion shells. Cook 
with joint for the last 40-50 minutes
